great part put towards executis, though in ſome other partes foz lacke ol time, the ſame toke not ſo good effect; 
Ho her Maieſtie chargeth allmaner her Juſtices and other miniſters to whom the lame (al belong, to take in 
hand agayne thepz fozmer charge geuen to them the laſt yeare, foz therecution ofthe ſayd Statutes, haſtening 
theyz aſſembles foz thatpurpoſe,now in the beginning ol thys Sommer, ſo as they dopnges map be certified 
in lu ch lozt as they were commaunded and pꝛelcribed the laſt yeare, | 

Ind belpdes theſe, her Maieſtie fyndeth lyke cauſe to haue two other great enoꝛmities dayly increaſing in 
this her Realme to be ſpedely refourined.foz which there do remaine in fo:ce good lawes. The one is.the mon⸗ 
ſtruous abuſe of Apparell almoſt in alleſtates,but pzincipally in the meaner ſoꝛte. The other is the decaye and 
diſfurniture ol all kynde of Holes foz ſeruice within the Realme. And becauſe hee Maieſtie perceaueth, that 
although the lawes be very penal in both theſe caſes, yet withoute ſome ſpeciall directyon geuen foz therecuti- 
on thereof, the refozmation wyll not enlue: Her Maieſtie hath cauſed the ſtatutes remaynyng in fozce koz both 
the ſapde purpoles.to be bꝛiefly collected, and pꝛelently by this her Pꝛoclamation, chargeth all maner her She 

rpltes to publyſbe the lame ioyntlp with this Pꝛoclamation, and to fyx the ſame bp in places accuſtomed, 
\pparell. Ind koz the maner ol the ſpedy execution ofthe Statutes foz Apparell a other enozmities incident therto:Her 
maieſtie hath cauled certaine good ozdinaunces to be deuiſed, and accozded by her counſel, which alſo her Ma⸗ 
leſties pleaſure is to be well regarded, ſiraightly kept and obſerued accozding to the ſeueral limitations therol: 
herkoze there is good hope conceaued by her Maieſtie of a ſpedye redꝛelle by meanes of the ſaid good oꝛderg. 
Ind yl in any poynt ofthe ſame ſtatutes oz oders,any doubt (hal arpſe foz the vnderſtanding ol the lame: her 
Maieſtie wylleth that the aduyſe and aunſwere ol her pꝛiuie counſel be required and folowed. Ind foz the other 
defaulte tending to the decaye ofhozſes within the Realme, which partly ryſeth by ſtealing and carrying num⸗ 
bers ol Hoꝛſes, Geld vnges, Mares and Coltes out ofthe Realme, and by neglectyng the bzeeding and keping 

of Hozles within the Kealme,accozdyngto the lawes pꝛouyded. 
Cariyng fp redzelle ofthe fozmerpartconcernyng tarrying out ol Hozles out ofthe Realme: her Maieſtie chargeth al 
wn maner her lublectes,and others within her Realme, to take knowledge ofthe lawes nowe publyſhed foz that 
purpole, and not to truſt in any re miſlion of penalties therfoze pꝛouyded. Foz the ſpedicrobſeruation wherof 
her Maieſtie meaneth ſhoꝛtly to directe her ſeuerall Commillious vnder the great Scale, toſuch parts ok her 
Kealme where the conueyaunce hath arcuſtomably bene. oz hereafter may be, to enquire therof diligently and 
lireyghtly by oꝛder of law and there bpon to pꝛotede ſharpely to thexecution, as the caſes ſhall requyze, 

alle. And as to the latter parte tendyng to the decaye olbzeading a keping ol Hoꝛſes: her Maieſtie doth lykewiſe 
l Ping of charge all maner her lubietteg to take knowledge of the lawes remayning in fozce, and now publiſhed at thys

tze meanyng and intent of the layde Statutes, aſwell foz bzeedyng as kepyng. And foxthe moze certapne ere ⸗ 
cution hereof: her Wateſtie alſo meaneth to cauſe a ſpectall vieu to be taken though the Realme in September 
next. ofthe numbꝛe inquirable by the fozeſayde . xv. dayeof Jugufle, as is aboue expꝛeſled: and a lyke muſter 
and bien to be taken in Januaryenexte at one inftaunt tyme, both of the ſame numbꝛe, and or all the rel wherok 
inquilition chalbe made by the ſayde Commiſſion, to be pꝛouyded befoze the ſayde.rv, day of December. 
After which views and muſters taken: her Maieſtie intendeth at euery halfe yere to haue the ſame ſeuerely exe- 
cuted by officers ſpecially appoynted, vntyll the Realme be replenyched with ſuch number of Hoꝛſes, as may be 
- 'wellkept and mayntapned foz the ſeruice of the ſame, 
Pt all thete her Maieſties determinations, tendyng only to the weale, good ozder, and firength ot her Realme: | 
her Maieſtie hath thought mete in this playne maner to geue notyce therot by this Pzoclamation to all maner 


her ſubiectes, to auoyde the paynes that otherwyſe therofmuſk and ſhallenſye.
